Philadelphia, PA, February 21, 2017—The Franklin Institute in Philadelphia has been selected as the national 
educational partner for GSK Science in the Summer™, a free summer program designed to engage children in science, 
technology, engineering and math at an early age. In 2017, the program, which offers hands-on science courses throughout the 
summer to elementary students at schools, libraries, shelters, camps, Boys & Girls Clubs and homeschool groups, will expand to 
26 national sites and is expected to reach approximately 25,000 students this summer across the country.
